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Response To Election/Restriction Requirement : 

Applicant herein elects to prosecute the species of Group II, namely, the presser 
assembly illustrated in Figs. 7-10. Currently, and taking into account the amendments 
made herein to claim 16 as well as the addition of new claim 23, Applicant believes 
claims 1-3 and 16-23 read on the elected species of Figs. 7-10. Also, and in contrast to 
the Examiner's statement in paragraph 2 of the Office Action, Applicant believes claim 1 
is currently a generic claim as it reads on all of the embodiments illustrated in Figs. 1-13. 
Claim 1 is currently the only generic claim. 
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
